gress to confer upon Gen. Pershing and 
Gen. March, has been hejd by only three | 


American soldiers: Grant, Sherman and 
Sheridan. It has been an honor jeal- 
ously guarded, granted only in recogni- 
tion of extraordinary services. Congress 
undoubtedly intended to give the rank 
of General to Washington, for it created 
the office of General of the Armies in 
March, 1799, but the commission had not 
been issued when Washingten died nine 


Scott, the hero of the Mexican War, 
had to be content with the brevet rank 
of Lieutenant-General. Good _ soldiers, 
like Scofield, Miles, Chaffee and Corbin, 
were made Lieutenant-Generals by Con- 
gress after they had reached the position 
of Chief of Staff or commanding (Gen- 
eral. 

It would be natural for Gen. Pershing, 
as commander of the expeditionary ar- 
mies and as the foremost American fig- 
ure in the field of war, to receive this 
rank. While history may not group him 
with Washington or Grant as a soldier, 
and while military men may not see in 
the genius of either Sherman or) 
Sheridan, he is the outstanding Ameri- | 
can of the war, the officer whose re-
